Indeed, perhaps, when the So- 
viet States become more accuse 
tomed to the presence of tha 
Labour Government in Britain 
they may repay ux for that ser- 
view which we once did for them. 

Meanwhile, the refusal of Mr. 
Bevin to snerifice principle at the 
‘Foreign = Ministers’ Conference 
docs not mark a retreat any more 
than n refusal to accept American 
dictation on the Lend and Lease 
crisis marks oa weakness — in 
British diplomacy, 

Failure to agree on wrong and 
in’ the lone rin unworknblo 
policies prepares the ground for a 
wiser and more lasting agreement.
